SPAIN'S DOUBLE PLAN. 


Feared That She Hopes to Call ofT 


Cuban Blockade by Attacking Coast. 


(By Associated Frew.) 


Washington, A~pril 27.—Many navy offi- 


cers are of the opinion that Spain in- 
tends to make a demonstration against 
our northern coast for the purpose of 
drawing our fleet of heavy vessels from 
southern waters, and thus permitting 
the Spanish squadron now at Caps 
Vedre to cross the Atlantic and raise the 
blockade of Havana. 


Spain has a fleet of armored vessels 


at the ports of Cadiz and Ferrol which 
has for somp time bean getting into 
shape for a sudden dash to our coasts. 
These vessels are the battleship Pelayo, 
of 9900 tons, 16 knots speed and a heavy 
battery of modern guns; the Cardinal 
Cisneros, an armored eruiser of the first 
class, capable of steaming at 20 "knots 
spaed; the Catalina, a sister ship in all 
respects to the Cisneros; the Emperoi 
Carles V, only slightly smaller than the 
Pelayo, and with the additional ad- 
vantage of 20 knots speed, and the Nu- 
mancia, recently reconstructed. These 
ships are stronger than our fleet at 
Hampton roads, and as they are attend- 
ed by several colUers of great burden, 
would make it nectssarr for us to with- 
draw some of the armored vessels from 
the Key West squadron, in order to com- 
pete with them successfully. 


In order to prevent any unheralded 


descent, the Columbia and Minneapolis 
hive been sent north for the purpose of 
keeping a lookout for the enemy and an- 
nouncing tfceir approach at the earliest 
possible moment. 
While these opera- 


tions are in progress the Spanish plan is 
for the strong fleet of armored cruisers 
and torpedo boats now near the African 
coast to steam westward as fast as they 
can, and to relieve the Spanish army in 
Cuba by raising the blockade and allow- 
ing the importation of such stores as 
would be aent in vessels with tlrwn. 
They would have little trouble defeating 
any of our unprotected vessels which 
would ba maintaining ffie blockade, In 
the absence of the armored ship* 


Army and naval officers do not look 


kindly on the efforts of the humani- 
tarians to tend food to the starving re- 
jconcentrados in Ci'ja. They sympa- 
thize with the sufferings of these poor 
people and bitterly condemn the Span- 
iards who have brought them to such 
misery, but they say that as we have not 
p sufficient number of men to land at 
this time, and that It would be suicidal 
to throw too small a force In on the 
coasts without tfcing abla to reinforce 
them Instantly if necessary, the landing 
of supplies at this time would simply 
be putting weapons into the hands of 
our enemies, for the Spaniards would 
surely eelze the food for their own use. 


The report that the Spanish fleet had 


sailed from Spain for some unknown 
point has caused considerable uneasi- 
ness here, and if the report is not con- 
tradicted otQcera will expect to hear of 
the enemy appearing on our shores at 


Queenstown, April 27.—The steamer

boats, supposed to be Spanish, about 1700 
miles west of here.

I cannot say even approxi- 
mately the cumber of citizens who have 
tendered their services to me, but I can 
assure you it would be a formidable 
army."

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Professor Wellington's Report on the 


Supposed Poisoning Case—Last 
Night of tho Fair—Change of 


Pastors—An Interesting Report 
—For the Voters to Consider. 


Professor Wellington'* Report. 


AB stated in a recent Issue of this paper, 


In on Item raJntiiij: to the mysterious 
death of Juqaes Eaton's stooki the stom- 
ach and liver of tho horso were sent some 
time after the animal died to Amborst for 
scientific! examination, to determine, if 
possible, whether poison caused the ueath 
of tho animals, as was supposed. The ex- 
amination was made by Prof. C. Welling- 
ton, Ph. D.. of Amherst Agricultural col- 
lege, and without doubt tho public will 
be interested iu the following: extract 
from his official report to 0. H. King, 
secretary of the board of health. Pro- 
fessor Wellington writes: 


".After opening tho stomach I called 


upon a veterinarian to examine physi- 
cally the organs and contents. Ho found 
nothing of abnormal appearance. 
As 


this case appears to ba similar to many 
others to which my attention has been 
called, but which have not been subjected 
to thorough chemical search, I have taken 
a large amount of time and made a thor- 
ough examination of the material at 
hand. By these sudden deaths of farm 
animals, seized while apparently in good 
health, the farmers lose a large amount of 
property, I believe it would be well to 
follow np, Immediately after death, such 
casts by both medical and chemical ex- 
amination*. 
The causes of death are 


positive without doubt, and It is only fair 
to say that they must be discovered sooner 
or later. In th1'* instance I fail, thus far, 
to see how any poisoning by human inter- 
ferenqs) could have occurred, for neither 
hat examination here, nor, so far as I 
know, in the vicinity, discovered any cir- 
cacntanoe which points to such a cause. 
I only regret that no positive solution of 
the case baa" been reached. Possibly a 
chemical investigation immediately after 
death might have resulted differently.''

Flags Flying Everywhere— Unprecedented 


Bales For All Newspaper* bat One — A 
Story of Cominodoro Behlejr— Volunteers 
For the Army by the Hundred Thousand. 


NEW YORK, April 8^,—[Special.]—Tha 


wyelc has begun here with tho people of 
this big town in a state ot much greater 
tension than has been shown since tho 
days of the civil war, the excitement t>f 
national elections evon only approaching 
It. 


Flags are flying in many places where 


they hnva not flown boforo since tho cam- 
paign of 1896, nil tho armories are open, 
recruiting is going on aotlvoly, every one 
is talking war1, and tbo bulletin boards 
have at last begun to draw crowds equal 
to those which gather before tliom when a 
football match or a bnso ball game in 
whioh tho Giants take part is on. 


Knormans Newspaper Sales. 


And of course tho newspapers nro mak- 


ing unprecedented sales even for this city 
of omnivorous newspaper readers. All the 
journals liavn made great advances, with 
the possible exception of Tho Evening Post, 
but if the statements made by u number 
of newsdealers with whom I have talked 
within the last day or two aro to be be- 
lieved it lias suffered considerably, especial- 
ly in the past week. For a long tirno its 
readers wore either content to follow its 
peace at almost any price load or else were 
indifferent to its views so long as it gnvo 
the news. But by tho middle of last week 
they began to pass it by and turn to jour- 
nals which oonlfl not be charged with put- 
ting forth pro-Spanish utterances, and in 
some instances the sales have by this time 
dropped quite 30 per cent. As a rule, it is 
less than this, however, while on some 
stands there is no falling off nt all, slnoe a 
proportion of its readers agree with its 
sentiments fully, and others road it because 
of its ability and in spite of its unpalatable 
tone. Those who desert it go to Tbe Mail 
and Express, The Evening Sun and Tho 
Commercial Advertiser in the order indi- 
cated, few or none taking up with the yel- 
low journals, so called. 


These papers, by the way, espeoial'y the 


afternoon editions, have geared such sales 
as never were before hoard of in this or 
nny other country. This despite the facts 
that their enormous headlines BO crowd 
the news space that thoro is room left for 
condensations only of the longest dis- 
patches, and a large proportion of their 
purchasers aro obliged to buy other news- 
papers to get all the latest details. 


The Bulletin Boards. 


The World and Journal bulletin boards 


draw by i%r tbe largest crowds as a matter 
of course, as they have for years, but this 
is not BO much because these papers dis- 
play later or fuller news as because they 
make their boards more attractive and 
display what they have to say in suoh a 
way that it can bo read a long distance 
away. Tboir rivalry for bulletin board 
patronage, by the way, is being carried 
on quite as bitterly as their war f<v readers. 


As the two offices are close together, it 


is not always easy to tell whioh attracts 
the largest number of spectators, but on 
tbe whole Tho Journal probably bears tho 
palm. Its bulletins cost wore money than 
Tbe World's by reason of the employment 
of an artist in colored chalks to decorato 
them with all sorts ot pictorial designs. 
The man engaged to do this work is a gen- 
ius in his way, and his lightning per- 
formances in blackboard art often draw 
louder applause from the spectators than 
the news he writes in big letters for their 
information. 
A favorite form of decora- ! 


tion with him of late has been bouquets j 
and wreaths of roses alternating with 
highly colored portraits supposed as a rule 
to be of General Fitz.-Hugh Lea and ex- 
tremely lurid pictures of the blown up 
Maine. 
A Story Abont Schley. 


Here' is a story about Wlnfleld Scott 


Scbley's entrance of the Naval academy, 
which indicates that the present commo- 
dore of .the flying squadron was by no 
means lacking in nerve even when a lad. 


In the naval register Sohley is credited 


to Utah, though he is well known to be a 
native of Maryland and to have lived in 
Washington just before he decided to go 
into the navy. Here is the way these 
Beamingly anomalous circumstances aro 
reconciled with each other.

This looks very much as if the opinion 
o' tho reserve officials that 1,000,000 men 
conld be raised through the organisation's ' 
instrumentality were not overdrawn in 
the least, especially as the flood of names 
Is now increasing rather than diminishing.

Walking Flagstaff. 


"Sometimes," said the old circus roan, 


"we used to h'ist a flag on the big giraffe 
and make a walking flagstaff of him.

-~^ TENNIS RULES. 


American and Engli*h Revised Addition! 


to tbe Rule* Governing Foot Faultg. 
The time is rapidly approaching for 


the appearance of the revised tennis, 
rules, although tennis is one of the 
sports that are fortunate in requiring 
very little legislation. • With the devel-' 
opment of skill amendments have been 
made necessary from time to time, bat 
they were not of a radical kind. Some 
time ago a committee, composed of 
Messrs. Stevens, K. D. Wrenn and 
Fischer, was appointed to consider the 
rales governing foot fanlts. At the last 
meeting of the executive committee the 
committee submitted the following re- 
port: 


"Present American Rule. — The server 


shall serve with one foot on the ground 
immediately behind the base line. The 
other foot may be anywhere except 
touching the base line on the gronnd 
within the court. It is proposed that 
the rule shall stand as at present, with 
one of the following additions: (1) Tbe 
server shall not take a running (or walk- 
ing) start. (2) He must place both feet 
firmly on the ground immediately be- 
fore serving. (3) No step shall be taken 
before the service is delivered. Present 
English Rule.— (1) The server shall 
stand with one foot beyond — that is, far- 
ther from the net than the base line and 
with tbe other foot upon tbe base line. 
(2) It is not a fanlt if the server's foot 
which is beyond the base line does not 
touch the ground at the moment at 
which the service is delivered. Revised 
English Rale.— (1) The server shall 
stand with both feet beyond — that is, 
farther from tbe net than the base line, 
(2) It is not a fanlt if one of the server'i 
feet does not touch the gronnd at th$ 
moment at which the service is deliver- 
ed. "—New York Sun.

Belief Prevails That It Will Be 


Short. 


WOULD LIKE TO DROP CUBA. 


Rpanlih Politician! S^fc of the bland, but 


a Surrender Now WoalC *3o»t the Boy 
K>tt( His Throne— Putt of Cuba'* Debt 
May Bo Saddled on 


WASHINGTON, 
April 37.— [Special.]— 


Much of the talk in political and military 
circles hero is as to tho probable duration 
of our war with Spain. Opinions groatly 
vary. But in spito of the significant oc- 
currences of tbo last wtok I flnd tha pre- 
vailing belief to bo that tho war is going 
to be a short ono. Naturally in naval and 
military circles thcro is no dosiro to nnni- 
jnizo the importance of tho work in baud. 
Our managers of war do not like to have 
it said that they have an easy task before 
them. Tho greater the difficulty tho great- 
er the honor that is to bo theirs when it Is 
all over. 


And yet it is difficult to see bow Spain 


is gMng to put up a stubborn resistance. 
Mode a warniaking is so largely a matter 
of n onoy nnd Spain is in such desperate 
financial straits that only tho pessimists 
behove Spain will be ablo to keep it up 
for nny groat length of time. 


I find In Washington circles which are 


specially well informed a belief that some- 
thing like this is going to happen : A war 
of a month or two months' duration, in 
which Spain will try to avoid u general 
and decisive naval engagement, but con- 
trive to have a saa battle or two that may 
be used to please the pooplo of tho penin- 
sula with, and then a secret request by 
Spain for the mediation of tho powers. 


Foreign Mediation. 


Suppose Spain does induce the powers 


of Europe to offer mediation. So far aa 
the world knows or tho record shows, this 
mediation of a neutral character will bo 
offered by tho powers on their own luotion, 
solely with a desire to put an end to hos- 
tilities. The United States could in dig- 
nity accept such mediation, for by that 
time It is morally certain the United States 
would have an advantage from tho naval 
and military point of view. Cuba is the 
bone of contention, and by the time the 
European powers conclude the opportune 
moment for mediation has arrived the 
United States is pretty sure to bo master 
of Cuba, either by virtue of direct military 
occupation or by forcing tho Spanish troops 
in the island to submit through the sim- 
ple process of a blockade which shall starve 
them out. 


As master of Cuba tha United States 


could very well afford to admit of negoti- 
ations for a settlement, for then there 
could bo no other settlement than one ar- 
rived at by Spain's withdrawal from Cuba. 
That is the very point tho United States 
aims at, and as long; os that was assured 
mediation could do this country no harm. 
Spain would have much to gain by medi- 
ation, because in this way it might bring 
the ruinous war to an end without being 
forced into an abject surrender, without 
being compelled to face tho dreadfully hu- 
miliating alternative of retiring from the 
field soundly whipped and longer unable 
to stand before her western foe. 


Diplomats tell me that Spain would like 


nothing better than a chanco to drop Cuba 
under the pretest that she was surrender- 
Ing to the powers of Europe and not to 
the odious "Yankee pigs." 
But, 'as a 


preliminary to this, Spanish pride and 
Spanish "honor" must be satisfied by of- 
fering resistance by at least enough of a war 
to enablo^Spain to claim she had not yield- 
ed without a struggle. In Spain the art of 
government; consists of two striking things 
— first, fooling the world, and, when that 
fails, fooling the people of Spain. For a 
long time it has been the play of Spanish 
diplomacy to delude and hood wink the Cu- 
bans into acceptance of some sort of terms 
of settlement. The insurgents were too 
wily and too experienced to be caught in 
that trap a second time. Just as Spain has 
tried to deceive the Cubans so has she 
done her best to deceive the United States 
as to the progress of her efforts to "re- 
form" and to "pacify" Cuba. 


Payment of Cuba's Debt. 


Just at the present time tho politicians 


of Spain would not dare surrender Cuba. 
Such a surrender would doubtless over- 
turn the dynasty. It would cost the "boy 
king his throne and break the heart of his 
mother, the queen regent; therefore the 
war. 
But in the opinion of the shrewd 


diplomats with whom I have talked the 
day is soon coming when Spalnish polit- 
ical leaders will hatch up a scheme of in- 
ternational mediation under cover of 
which they hope to dare to yield the Pearl 
of the Antilles. In order to do this in 
such way as to make it successful — to fool 
the people of Spain — the whole thing must 
be skillfully handled. Perhaps Spain's 
perpetual possession of Puerto Rico and of 
the Philippines will be guaranteed her, 
Possibly a plan may be |rrangod for sad- 
dling a part of t >;o debt upon Cuba — any- 
thing that v\tH place In the bands of the 
Spanish cnbimi the means of appeasing 
tho people of tlr ponlnsula. 


On the other i.jnd, there are keen ob- 


servers here w lif believe the war Is going 
to be a long one, stubbornly fought by 
Spain. They think she will avoid a gen- 
eral navnl onKagement and watch her 
chance to attdpk an American city or to 
work havoc among our fleets with her 
swift cruisers and her flotillas of torpedo 
boats, the troops now in Cuba meanwhile 
keepinff up a stubborn light and trusting 
to the very tactics as to warfare in tho is- 
land which the insurgents have so success- 
fully followed— that is to say, by retreat- 
ing to the interior and giving battle only 
amid favorable surroundings. 


While it is possible Spain may adopt 


this method there is one forrniaeide ob- 
stacle to its success, and that is'th^ block- 
ado. 
Spain cannot escape both horns of 


tbo dileinnm. Either Cuba must be aban- 
doned, left to starve through the efficiency 
of tho blockade, or else she must risk a 
naval engagement tfeat might put an ond 
to the war because of the destruction of 
tbo Spanish navy. It is impossible for 
Spain to do both of these things for any 
groat length of time. Sho cap not avoid a 
naval battle and also keep up the warfare 
in Cuba. 


It is always foolish to underrate one's 


adversary, and sometimes it is costly. But 
unless all signs fail tho United States is 
vastly superior to Spain not only in power 
of ships, but in personnel, in condition of 
gum and machinery and, above all, in 
coal supplies. Spain doubtless depends 
muoh upon tho coming of the hot and wet 
season In Cuba, with its train of yellow 
fever and other diseases sure to attack our 
unsoclimatod troops, but even bore the 
American* may groatly surprise the dons.

Boston, April 27.— Representative Du- 


buque ef: Fall River offered the following 
bill OTS leave, whlcS was referred to the 
commlttes on rule*: 
"Xll relief, rights, 


exemptions, privileges and Immunities 
which have been or may be granted by 
th» laws ef this commonwealth shall 
apply to persens who have enlisted or 
•who may hereafter enlist as volunteers.

TRICYCLES, 


Queen Victoria Hat Btracht • Three 


Wheeler and Set the Style. 


While ic j« hardly probable that tri- 


cycles will ever regain the popularity 
of a decade and a balf ago, their use on 
American roads is quite a feature this 
year. The tricycle at one time was 
widely used in England not only for 
pleasure riding, bnt for racing. Many 
of tbe best known English racers com- 
peted on the three wheeled machines as 
.well aa on bicycles, and as much atten- 
tion was paid to tricycle records as to 
those made on bicycles. Queen Victoria 
purchased a tricycle for ber personal 
use, which gave to this type of vehicle 
a boom. At about tbe same time several 
American makers turned out tricycles, 
but the improvement of the safety de- 
vjeloped so rapidly that in a conp}» of 
/fears tbe use of tricycles died away and 
tbey became almost obsolete. 


During tb.e last few years there has 


been a growing return to favor of the 
latter, although there is practically on- 
ly one manufacturer in this country 
who pays serious attention to their pro- 
duction, and be is located in this city. 
Some other firms put out special tricy- 
cles having two seats abreast, or regular 
tandem tricycles with a double drop 
frame to accommodate two women. The 
single tricycle as made today, in both 
diamond and drop frame styles, weighs 
from 82 to 35 pounds, which is less 
than tbe bicycles of 1891 and 1893 
weighed. This year's tricycles, owing 
to the various improvements in gearing 
and general construction, also push 
easier than the bicyoles of tbe early 
nineties, iftr timid persona and those 
who desire a certain amount of outdoor 
exercise and do not care about speed 
the tricycle is a practical vehicle. It ia 
safe, dignified and offers a means for 
locomotion over country roads thai: 
while not as speedy or as exhilarating 
&s a bicycle is sufficient to be an entice- 
ment to persons of sedentary habits to get 
out in the open. Tbe combined sensa- 
tions of skating and flying, claimed by 
bicycle riders, are lost on tbe tricycle, 
and for this reason quite a number of 
those who take to that machine tire of 
it and either abandon tbe sport of 
wheeling or adopt bicycling. 5KsU ap- 
plies more particularly to the younger 
and more vigorous class of riders, who 
do not fear accidents. Pedaling on a 
tricycle is what a wheelman calls 
"steady plugging." There is no jnmp 
to the three wheeled vehicles as there ii 
to the delicately poised one having two 
wheels when a sudden pressure ia exert- 
ed on tbe pedals, and while it is true 
that tbe modern three wheeler gees as 
easily as tbe bicycle of ten years ago it 
runs considerably harder than the up to 
date two wheeler. The tricycle is alea 
more difficult to steer and is more un- 
wieldy in turning corners.— New York 
Sun.

New York, April 20.—At Fort Wads- 


worth, one of the protectors of New 
York harbor, is the most perfect system 
of defense to be found along our coast. 
It is in fact ths typical artillery station, 
the model fort of the country. Devel- 
opment of our coast defenses has been 
of slow progress, and the work at differ- 
ent fortifications Is even now In a far 
from perfect state.

And here again Is found the 
old story—Spanish officials have ruled 
with a rod of iron, and at last the worm 
has turned. 


Manilla, the capital of the Philippine 


islands and the chief city of Luxon, 
contains a population of 200,000, who are 
principally Spanish 
Creoles,

The bay of Manilla, the largest and fin- 
est Jrf the world, could offer anchorage 
to the united fleets of Europe. But tho 
first iglimpse of the city is disappoint- 
ing. "Flat as a pancake," the town 
stretches along on both sides of the 
river Pasig and the shores of the mag- 
nificent harbor. 
A heavy protective 


tariff imposed by the conquerors and 
not relaxed until 1869. when more lib^ 
erality was introduced into the cu»- 
toms service, has left commerce, espe- 
cially with Spain, in a lanquishing con- 
dition. 
Twenty-five years ago Manilla, sur- 


rounded by walla and ramparts, with 
its low tiled roofs and scattered tov/ers, 
presented the appearance of an ancient 
European fortress. In 1863, however, a 
devastating earthquake1 occurred, and 
in a few minutes the city: was converted 
into a pile of ruins, in [consequence of 
this calamity most of the modern dwell- 
ings are of a light and unassuming 
character, being built of planks, bam- 
boo and palm leaves. The city former- 
ly had a population of 300,000, but be- 
tween 1880 and 1882 it lost nearly one- 
half by plague and pestilence. 


The country increases in beauty to- 


ward the interior, and at the base of the 
mountains the scenery becomes strik- 
ingly grand. Much of the surface is 
still fresh and undisturbed ground full 
of undeveloped riches. ^ Some of 
the 


smaller islands are exquisite and cov- 
:red with verdure down to the edge of 
the bluest of seas. 


The natives are a branch of the Ma- 


lay race, small and principally dark 
brown in color. They 'nave some of the 
characteristics of the American Indian, 
among which are the high cheek bones 
and coarse hair. These, however, are 
not as a rule prominent in the women, 
many of whom are possessed of great 
comeliness and intelligence. Some of 
them are quite fair and of a European 
type, doubtless owing to the large ad- 
mixture of Spanish blood. The features 
of-the men are generally coarse and'in 
the main ugly, with the exception of the 
eyes, which are dark, soft and at times 
expressive. They have abundant black 
hair. . Their hands and feet are small 
and beautifully formed, as are the fig- 
ures of the women, and they can use 
their toes almost like fingers. As a race

The real cause of this rebellion, as

There were several skirmishes in the 
mountain villages and outlying islands 
in August and September. This leader 
was captured later, it is aHeged, 
through the treachery of Japan. His 
execution, with three of his followers, 
took place in early October in the great 
square of the ancient walled town, the 
scene being one of thrilling horror. His 
w'.fe was exiled to Carolina, and there 
was a rumor that she poisoned herself 
a few days later. There have been 
many other exciting incidents in this 
insurrection, such as the execution of 
Rojas, whom the natives had decided 
upon as their emperor when their free- 
dom should be established. But the 
warfare still continues with ever vary- 
ing cuccess in favor of one or the other 
combatant. 
The barbarous mediaeval garrote and 


the horrors of the black hole of Manilla 
are typical of Spain's inhuman policy In 
the Philippine islands.

The members of the Central Labor 


union proved their point in regard to the 
eicrht-hour ordinance Tuesday evening, 
and thou withdrew it. It was decided by 
the union some days ago to withdraw iba 
petition in favor of the ordina-.ce, on ac- 
count of tho action of the rd-n.nistration 
in deciding to enforce the sttta nine-hrur 
law. 
But there was a feeling; that he'uro 


this was done the strength of the union's 
position in the eight-hour matter should 
bo shown. 


The union therefore decided to attend 


the hearing, and present as strong a cases 
as possible, and after showing tho reasons 
for their support, to withdraw it on ac- 
count of the decision already made as a 
result of the introduction of the ordinance. 


Lawyers Couch and 
Majenis 
were 


secured to represent the onion, and at the 
hearing presented a written opinion on 
the itfatter. This was read by Mr. Couch 
who in giving it explained many of tho 
points it made in detail. 


The chief point of the opinion was di- 


rected at the opinion given by City 
Solicitor Ashe on the subject. 
Mr. Asbc 


had taken the ground that the council 
had no right to pass the ordinance, claim- 
ing that it would interfere with the ex- 
ecutive branch of the city government, 
and also, that it {conflicted with the nine 
hour law of the state. 


Mr. Couch attacked this opinion on 


nearly every point, dwelling especially oti 
tho section of tbe charter which says that 
the administration officers shall perform 
such duties not inconsistent with the na- 
ture of the respective offices as the city 
council may prescribe. He showed that 
the executive branch was helpless until 
the legislative body had provided work 
for it, and that to regulate the kind of 
labor to be employed was no more incon- 
sistent than to regulate the kind of ma- 
terial to be used in public improvements. 


The entire case was one which rested 


on the anthority of the two branches of 
city government, and Mr. Couch said that 
the city solicitor had exaggerated the 
power of the executive at tbe expense of 
the legislative. He also showed that the 
nine hour law would not prohibit the or- 
dinance, since the law reads, "not more 
than nine hours.'-' 


After legal proof, Mr. Couch showed 


that the proposed ordinance was also 
economical and expedient. The argu- 
ment was a strong one, and showed the 
position of the labor union to be not 
necessarily opposed to the forms of city 
government. For the union, Mr. Coach 
then withdrew the petition, requesting 
only that the written opinion he pre- 
sented for the union be kept on file with 
that of the city solicitor, so that if the 
matter ever came up again, what had 
already been done might be seen at once. 


The ordinance committee will probably 


report adversely to the ordinance, and 
the matter will be dropped after much 
discussion and the accomplishment of 
one of the things for which the) union has 
fought, the enforcement of the nine hour 
law.
